duced craft, but individual hand-made creations 
(seldom more than 75 inches in length), par- 
ticipating in the sectional competition of the San 
Francisco Model Yacht Club. 


From throughout the state entrants come, 


bringing with them their own interpretation of 
the two classes, hydro (pontoon plus hull) and 
monoplane (single hull), to tune and polish and 
prepare before launching onto the 700-yard 
course.

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They race only for silver and gold cups, but 


with each entry is a pride of perfection which, 
in terms of dollars, can go beyond several thou- 
sands in investment. 


The competition, begun in 1901 with sailing 


craft only, has swung slowly to the power-crafts 
favored mostly by the younger enthusiasts while 
the oldster's preference still is for the sedate 
speed of a sailing ship. 


It is, however, the power which makes this 


event the finest and fastest in California, with 
over 100 entries of gasoline-operated, remote- 
controlled yachts in each speed competition. 


Their lines' and times will improve as years 


pass, yet in the thrill of speed and labor of cre- 
ation, these enthusiasts fulfill a part of themselves 
and .give to onlookers that same excitement as 
they race in miniature the ships of their dreams.

Castro Aide 
Is Accused 
in Bolivia 


By ROBERT BERRELLEZ 
CAMIRI, Bolivia (AP) - Re- 


gis Debray, a young French 
writer awaiting trial in South- 
east 
Bolivia, 
says Ernesto 


"Che" 
Guevara organized the 


Bolivian guerrilla 
movement 


but is no longer in the country. 


Debray, 26, an admirer of Fi- 


del Castro, told newsmen he did 
not see Castro's Argentine asso- 
ciate whose whereabouts have 
been a mystery since the spring 
of 1965. But he emphasized, that 
Guevara is "very much alive" 
and in Latin America. 


Contradicting Debray, Giro 


Roberto Bustos, an Argentina 
painter, said he and Debray met 
and spoke with Guevara in Bo- 
livia earlier this year. 


Bustos, 35, and Debray were 


arrested 
April 
20 as they 


emerged from a guerrilla camp. 
Bustos is expected to be the 
government's chief witness at 
Debray's 
military 
trial on 


charges of collaborating with 
the Communist guerrillas. 


The two men were Inter- 


viewed separately at 4th Divi- 
sion military headquarters here 
where they are being held in 
different buildings. 


Debray, who could get a max- 


imum sentence of 30 years If 
convicted, said he entered Bo- 
livia early in March to do a 
newspaper report on the Bolivi- 
an "Army of National Libera- 
tion," the Communist name for 
guerrilla 
movements In the 


hemisphere. 


Bustos said he arrived Feb. 28 


and met Debray en route to this 
oil town 360 miles southeast of 
La Paz. The first guerrilla clash 
with Bolivian troops occurred 
March 23, 


Bustos said he was invited to 


Bolivia to attend "a political 
reunion" but on arrival was tak- 
en from one city to another until 
he arrived in Camlri and went 
deep into the mountains to the 
guerrillas' first camp. 


The Argentine refused to say 


more 
about the meeting to 


which he had been Invited and 
also was reluctant to say how 
many foreigners were with toe 
guerrillas, 


"Che came with his people," 


he said. 


Asked if he meant Cubans, he 


nodded affirmatively. 


Reports 
that Guevara has 


been murdered or died are not 
true, Debray declared. 


"Che Guevara is alive, very 


much alive. He's in Latin Amer- 
ica and even if he was in Bolivia 
at a certain moment, his mis- 
sion iscontiaentwide,"

Anti-War 
Group Is 
on March 


WASHINGTON (AP)- While 


President Johnson sends two top 
advisers on a tough Vietnam 
selling mission, a group of 
congressional interns is thinking 
of attempting an even tougher 
job on Johnson — selling him 
antiwar sentiments. 


The Johnson advisers going to 


Asia, Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor 
and Clark Clifford, are trying to 
get six allies to boost their troop 
commitments in Vietnam. 


The Capitol Hill young people 


want the United States to cut or 
eliminate its own commitments 
in that war-torn country. 


Rep. Robert H. Michel, R-ni., 


said Thursday some of the 1,300 
young interns working in Wash- 
ington this summer are cir- 
culating a petition among the 
rest and are planning an anti- 
war protest at the White House 
later this year. 


He said they have discussed 


seeking a face-to-face meeting 
with Johnson — and then per- 
haps walking out on him in a 
bid for wider news coverage. 


Michel protested "that the 


prestige of our offices is being 
used to foster a given point of 
view." 


The administration point of 


view is being marketed by Tay- 
lor and Clifford In a followup to 
Defense Secretary Robert S. Mc- 
Namara's recent visit to South 
Vietnam. 


It reportedly is blamed at get- 


ting Vietnam's allies to match 
In part predicted increases in 
U.S. forces. 
Clifford, a longtime advisor to 
presidents, will ask for a total of 
35,000 more troops in visits to 
South Korea, the Philippines, 
Thailand, Australia and New 
Zealand as well as South Viet- 
nam. 


The White House said Taylor 


and Clifford also would sound 
out Asian allies in Vietnam on 
the possibility of another sum- 
mit conference in the fall.

Says 74-year-old Mr. Getty, from his small 


pad in jolly old England: "No cost-conscious 
motorist can afford to be without a chauf- 
feur—even if he secretly plays the role 
himself." 


Admittedly, Getty does know a few things 


about oil, beyond how it can be sold for 
profit. But he says he got ail his dope on 


car economy from watching the painstaking 
performances of his chauffeurs. Here are 
some of his findings: 


"A single faulty spark plug (cost 70 cents) 


causing misfiring in one cylinder can add 
$36.40 to the fuel bill for a motorist who 
averages 7,400 miles annually. 


"An engine filter choked with dirt can 


cost $16.80 in the course of a year. 


"Defective piston rings can add $14 to 


the bill. 


"An error of five pounds in tire pressure 


reduces tire life by one-third, costing $8.40 
a year for the average family motorist in 
England, a few dollars more for the sports 
car addict who likes to charge upon oc- 
casions."

The Press As Guardian Of 


Fair Trial 


A 


n answer to recent agita- 
tion to impose curbs on the 
press to prevent publication 


of material alleged to be pre- 
judicial to defendants In criminal 
cases Is being published this 
month by the Twentieth Century 
Fund. The study, Crime and Pub- 
liclty: The Impact of News on 
Criminal Justice, was written by 
Alfred Friendly and Ronald L. 
Goldfarb - the first, managing 
editor of The Washington Post, 
the second, a Washington trial 
lawyer. The authors reviewed a 
number of well-published cases 
and reached such conclusions as 
these: 


1. Less than one-fifth of state 


felony cases ever reach the stage 
of trial by jury, and of these not 
more than two per cent get enough 
press attention to have any possi- 
ble influence - prejudicial or oth- 
erwise - on the trial. 


2. People accept too readily the 


"myth" that British rules keep 
the press from publishing any 
material not actually brought out 
at the trial itself, and that such a 
system would work in this coun- 
try. Neither contention, the au- 
thors found, is accurate. 


3. Attempts to curb the press 


by the threat of contempt pro- 
ceedings are not effective: "Over 
the last two decades the Supreme 
Court has so consistently re- 
versed contempt convictions ... 
that today the press is little de- 
terred by the threat of being held 
contemptuous." 


These are negative findings. 


Positively, 
the authors argue: 


"With all its faults, the press 
serves the cause of justice far 
more than it subverts it. For it 
is the agent of public scrutiny... 
Laws and regulations that would 
make news coverage perilous 
would gravely reduce the poten- 
tial of the press to monitor the 
step-by-step march of each de- 
fendant along the road to Justice. 
It is unrealistic to expect the 
press to be the vigilant watch-

Rep. Powell 
Cancels His 
Trip Home 


BIMINl, Bahamas (AP) - 


Adam Clayton Powell kept a lot 
of people waiting for him at 
the black power conference in 
Newark, N.J., and at Kennedy 
Airport in New York. He did not 
show up, and he did not send his 
regrets. 


The ousted congressman from 


Harlem called a news confer- 
ence today at his tiny Island 
retreat in the British Bahamas. 


Powell also stood up a delega« 


tion from the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People Friday who said 
In New York they had arranged 
for Powell to surrender for ar- 
rest to New York County Sheriff 
John J. McCloskey. 


Powell's troubles in his consti- 


tuency stem from a 1963 libel 
judgment against the congress- 
man by Esther James, a widow 
whom Powell called a "bag 
woman" — a graft collector for 
crooked police. 


Powell had been expected to 


attend the black power confer- 
ence Friday. 


He faces a jail term of at 


least 90 days in New York for 
criminal contempt. A Supreme 
Court jury found him guilty last 
fall of evading court orders in 
connection with a libel judg- 
ment.

Two fires broke out at a Cath-

In adjacent St. Paul, police 


reported that two gasoline-filled 
bottles were ignited and thrown 
into a street in the Negro area 
of

Street. A few rocks were tossed 
by a small crowd that gathered. 


Some 650 National Guardmen, 


400 of them in Minneapolis and 
the others in St. Paul, halted 
most of the fire-starting, rock-

Gov. Harold LeVander, acting 


at the request of Minneapolis 
Mayor Arthur Naftalin, called 
out the guard Friday morning. 
The governor vowed that "ram- 
pant lawlessness and bloodshed 
will not be allowed" in any city 
of the state. 


Minneapolis fire officials said 


two fires broke out in St. Jo- 
seph's Catholic church at either 
end of a basement tunnel con- 
necting the church and adjacent 
school. 


The blazes were brought un- 


der control within an hour but 
smoke and water damage was 
extensive. 


The old church and school are 


about a half mile from where 
the National Guard and scores 
of policemen were posted along 
Plymouth Avenue.

changed its pointing direction as 
it sped on course toward an or- 
bit around the moon. 


"The 
maneuver worked beau- 


tifully," said National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
officials as the radiation-study- 
ing mooncraft passed the three- 
quarter mark in its 225,608-mile 
trip through space. 


The windmill-shaped craft, of- 


ficially named Explorer 35, was 
launched Wednesday from Cape 
Kennedy. It is to trigger a ret- 
ro-rocket about 5:30 a.m. (EDT) 
Saturday to swing it Into an or- 
bit around the moon ranging be- 
tween 800 and 4,500 miles over 
the lunar surface. 


There, for the next two to 


three ygars, sensors aboard the 
230-pound payload were to study James 
cosmic dust, magnetic fields and 
potential radiation hazards fac- 
ing moon-bound astronauts. No 
camera is aboard. 


Today's maneuver adjusted 


the 
spacecraft's orientation 


slightly to change the direction 
of the retro-motor, aiming Ex- 
plorer 35 toward an orbit where 
its experiment sensors have the 
best viewing angles, officials 
said.
